When you laid down your pen, the era which started with Schoenberg f s Pierrot and your 
Historie came to an end. You brought the masterwork chapter to a glorious close while 
opening up the whole field of music for innovation and discovery. Your many discoveries 
are hard to explain, so "musical" are they. Can one explain the climate you brought 
into music with your static rhythms, which do not propel forward (a la Beethoven), but 
walk in stationary position or hover like a blackbird? Can one explain your frozen 
harmonies, dead sounds: not in the sense of lifeless as stone, but in the sense of 
once-alive, now petrified, stylized to achieve a more lasting form? Can one explain 
your use of other music, former music, your inimitable way of making it your own, 
making it luminous by giving it the "Stravinsky treatment"? You helped yourself to 
everything from Machaut to Bach to Tchaikovsky to Webern, but you only used if you 
loved. Your loving relationship to music of the past is composed into your music. One 
sees how your music is made; one sees the seams and one derives an almost moral 
pleasure and confidence from the fact that it is "all made by hand"--as you once joked. 

I always looked upon you as a young composer of the eighteenth century must have 
looked at "Papa" Haydn. Both of you were sturdy, shrewd masters, and continued to 
write music to a ripe old age. Both of you took music by the hand and brought it 
from one period to another--to two others, in your case. 

You are the last of the Great Masters, the last who advanced music through personal 
expression rather than "new solutions". 

As a composer who had to find his own way I have turned away from your example, from 
the masterwork idea, from your masterwork. But my love for music continues to feed 
on everything that flowed from your pen.
